Such 
systems cannot be effectively in- 
stalled overnight, although they 
are practiced in varying degree 
throughout the complicated steel 
industry. 
Automatic Price Rise. 

If steel costs and prices soar, 
an automatic price increase would 
ensue for the many products de- 
pendent on steel. They include 
not only consumer goods, rang- 
' ing from refrigerators to bobby 
pins, but also to farm equipment, 
the prices of which ultimately af- 
fect the family grocery bill. 

One direct effect might be re- 
flected: in a jump in automobile 
prices, although some steel ex- 
ecutives contend the amount of 
steel used in making an automo- 
bile has been misrepresented. 

Only yesterday the Office of 
Price Stabilization authorized 
automobile manufacturers to ap- 
ply. for their third price increase 
this year. Presumably if steel 
prices rise, automotive prices 
would follow. 

Effects on Rearmament. 

The inflationary effects on the 
rearmament effort, involving com- 
mitments to Western Europe, are 
also at stake. . 

Industrial economists told the 
Post-Dispatch that the rearma- 
ment program, scheduled to be 
‘fn full force in 1952, is at stake. 
It was maintained that even a 10- 
cent “p increase,” with a 
steel price rise following, would 
‘result in four alternatives:

There was 
no indication whether Johnson 
profited personally from these 
fees, however. 

G.A.F.’s payment of fees to 
Steptoe & Johnson began in 
1947, the report showed. In that 
year the firm received $45,391, 
and in 1948, $67,000. Through 
June of this year the company 
has earned $18,000 in fees. 

Total fees to the Johnson firm 
from G.A.F. through June were 
$254,891. 

The report gave ne breakdown 
of attorney’s fees, paid by G.D.C. 
to Steptoe & Johnson but it said 
that through June of this year 
these have totaled $91,125, 


Johnson President, Directer. 


Johnson was president of Gen- 
eral Dyestuff.from July 13, 1942, 
to Feb. 21, 1947, and a director 
from July, 1942, to March 5, 1949. 
He was a director of G.A.F. from 
July, 1943, until March 5, 1949. 

According to the report, John- 
son received $228,969 as president 
of G.D.C, and $2700 as director. 
and $12,300 as a director of 
G.A.F., for a total of $243,969. 

Baynton told Senator Wiley 
that Donald O. Lincoln, of Chevy 
Chase, Md., a director of G.A.F. 
and G.D.C., is in the Steptoe & 
Johnson firm. He has received 
$8500 from the two corporations 
since March 5, 1949, the day 
Johnson left the companies. 

Senator Wiley asked Baynton 
for information on expense ac- 
counts of seized corporations. The 
Baynton letter noted that Wiley 
only recently expanded his orig- 
inal request to include such al- 
lowances and said that the infor- 
mation is being compiled by 
Aniline.

OR the second time in a generation, . 


Kansas is titillated by a knock of 

__ destiny at the ballot boxes. Things 
did not turn out so well in 1936, when 
Gov. Alf M. Landon carried Maine and 
Vermont but not even his own Sunflower 
state. This time, a powerful coalition of 
Jayhawker politicians, soundly allied 
with fellow-Republicans to the east, has 
visions of sweeping into the White House 
that five-star favorite son, Gen. Dwight 
David Eisenhower of Abilene, Kan. 

Could be. Yet if the general wants to be 
the G.O.P. nominee for ‘President in 1952, 
Post-Dispatch interviews with top Kansas 
politicians indicate that he would do well to 
face the facts of practical politics and an- 
nounce his availability and h?s views withcut 
much more delay. His boosters had hoped 
he might do so on or about Kansas day, Jan. 
29, when Republicans traditionally troop to 
Topeka to celebrate their state’s birthday 
and poke a wetted finger into the political 
winds, but this week they re-set their sights 
cn the New Hampshire primaries, March 11. 

Kansas is virtually a one-party state—the 
Democrats having elected no Governor, 
United States Senator or Congressman in 
more than 10 years—and so its winds are 
nearly all Republican. But they have shifty 
cross-currents.

for a military man who might send their 
sons into another Korea? Doesn’t the 
general owe his fame to “that man” Roose- 
velt and Harry Truman? . 

Other reservations are peculiarly Kansan. 
Last January’s Kansas day speaker, for in- 
stance, was Senator Joseph McCarthy of Wis- 
consin. He drew a record crowd that went 
wild over his harangue about Communists in 
Gcvernment, complete with waving of photo- 
graphs, flinging of names and citations from 
documentary “proof.” Some listeners left 
with tears in their eyes. Would Eisenhower’s 
views be conservative enough to appeal to 
the same audience? 


Then there are Kansans who automatically 
oppose almost anything favcred by the Kan-

The handsomely 
burly, broad-shouldered Darby, however, 
parries the $64 question about the general's 
availability by calling it “a good even. bet,” 
adding that “‘so long as there’s a chance for 
our fellow-Kansan, we'll support him.” Un- 
less his man bows out unmistakably, Darby 
intends to stick to him right onto the floor 
of the Republican National Convention. 


Might the Taft forces muster enough 
strength in Kansas to split the state’s dele- 
gation to the national convention?

In a post card poll taken by the Kansas 
City Star, Eisenhower received 13,887 Kansas 
votes for Taft’s 7547, but the general ran 
even stronger in Missouri and Taft boosters 
charged that the poll was “loaded” because 
respondents could “vcte” only for Eisenhow- 
er or Taft—no one else. 

Of the state’s politically sensitive edi- 
tors, only William L. (“Young Bill”) White 
of the Emporia Gazette, who spends most 
of his time as a magazine writer in New 


York, boosts Eisenhower as “that hand-

MONG the advertised achievements of 
the Communist regime in: Hungary, the 
one Hungarian achievement which is 
really unique does not appear. Other Com- 
munist countries (such as Czechoslovakia) 
prevent the escape of political refugees by 
the traditional methods of patrols of savage 
dogs and frontier guards who shoot at sight. 
It has been left to Hungary to imprison its 
subjects behind a physical frontier barrier. 

This iron curtain stretches unbroken along 
the 250 miles of the Hungarian frontier with

Surplus of $100,000,000 — 
Helps Aged and Disabled — | 


Pensions Not Guaranteed.

WASHINGTON. 

HE United Mine Workers Welfare 

and Retirement Fund has become big 

business. It deals in millions. A 
current report discloses a surplus of $99,- 
339,642 and lists expenditures of $254,- 
018,264 for old-age pensions and other 
aid to 721,000 men, women and children 
of the coal fields, 

Summarizing four years operations, up to 
the close of the fiscal year last June 30, the 
report represents the first detailed official 
account of what the fund is and what it hopes 
to accomplish that has ever been given. It 
expresses in practical terms the beginning of 
a new era for miners once relegated to an 
industrial scrap heap. 

The bituminous fund itself remains a 
controversial subject in the labor move- 
ment. It has had its ups and downs and 
only in recent months has it been strong 
enough to start an expansion program which 
includes medical rehabilitation for disabled 
miners and the building of hospitals in 
bleak céal mining areas. 

Its health is dependent upon the health 
of the coal mining industry and the state 
of mind of John L. Lewis, founder of the 
fund and boss of the mine workers’ union. 
For it is operated on a pay-as-you-go basis. 
Revenues are derived from a levy of -30 
cents a ton from bituminous coal operators 
on an industry-wide scale. 

This contrasts with the much publicized 
pension systems in the automobile industry 
| which are backed by actuarially calculated re- 
serves guaranteeing pension payments no 
matter what might befall the industry. The 
auto union pension agreements, however, are 
made with separate companies. 

If the coal mines shut down, either from 
economic causes or because of controversy 
between Lewis and the operators, the miners’ 
welfare fund income ceases so long as they 
remain closed. It is then up to three trustees, 
who administer the fund, to decide how far 
to tap reserves before suspending payment 
of pensions and other benefits. 

Such an emergency occurred in 1949-50 
when Lewis was embroiled with both opera- 
tors and the federal courts. Operation of 
the fund was virtually suspended from Sept. 
16, 1949, to April 3, 1950. It has suffered 
other interruptions and has experienced 
“growing pains” in its administration which 
now are disappearing. 

In an interview with the Post-Dispatch, 
Miss Josephine Roche, administrator of the 
welfare fund, expressed confidence sufficient 
reserves were accumulating to take care of 
future “emergencies.” 

Miss Roche, who wrote the report, which 
contained an auditor’s statement, conceded 
that decisions of trustees of the fund would 
necessarily continue to be made on a factual 
basis from time to time. 

“We used the trial and error method,” 
Miss Roche said, “but I won't admit too 
much error.” 


The welfare fund, Miss Roche agreed, 
operates in reverse. During a booming coal 
market with big payrolls and ample royalties 
demands on the fund are less than during a 
lean market, when employment falls off and 
applications for assistance mount. 

“I think the fund is the greatest single en- 
terprise in the public interest as well as the 
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family near the frontier. There she met two 
other women, each with a child of five. 
“One day we discovered that we all 
had the same dream; to get out. We 
thought we kept our secret well, but one 
night my host said abruptly, ‘You'll never 
make it alone. Escaping is a man’s job. Can 
you all go tomorrow?’ ”

For most people, who are without local 
friends or knowledge, escaping is more ex- 
pensive, For years certain Russians—running 
double-cross organizations —— have made 
money by taking out wealthy :fugitives in 
Russian cars.

About 39,000 miners are on the pension 
roll, each drawing $100 a month. Old-age 
pensions, unlike the system in the automo- 
tive industry, are above federal old-age al- 
lowances. To be eligible for a pension, a 
miner must*have reached the age of 60 and 
have retired after May 28, 1946. He must 
have been employed in the mines for a year 
preceding retirement and have had a record 
of 20 years’ service in the industry. 

Expenditures for pensions during the last 
fiscal year were $42,473,939. Pensions are 
paid from funds channelled from the’ general 
Although 11,907 pensions were 
granted during the year, trustees of the fund 
reported that monthly pension application 
averages showed a 59 per cent drop from the 
monthly average when pensions began to be 
paid in 1947. 

“The cost of the pension program and the 
numbers of men retiring have fallen below 
the minimum expectations of fund experts,” 
the report pointed out, “and the experience 
in administering the pension program com- 
pletely discredits the excessively high esti- 
mates of costs and numbers retiring advanced 
by certain actuaries and others prior to the 
start of the program.” 

But the hospital and rehabilitation field 
presented a different problem. No accurate 
estimate of the extent of the need has been 
possible, the report indicated. Dr. Warren F. 
Draper, executive medical officer of the fund, 
reported that as early as 1948 there was an 
accumulated backlog’ of 60,000 incapacitated 
miners “most of whom would have gone to 
their end as human wastage had not the fund 
come into existence to provide health, medi- 
cal and rehabilitation services.” 


During 20 months that hospital care has 
been made available, the fund has spent $25,- 
252,546 for hospitalization and medical bills. 
More than 4500 beneficiaries, including mem- 
bers of miners’ families, are being currently

No longer traveled now—a useless 
thing to new designs and engineering 
skill.

*,esque and carried the aroma of far 
places. For it was traveled by legions 
of covered wagons whose occupants 
seemed to burn with a passion for the 
west—never east. 

Many of these homeless people were 
beggars; the flotsam and jetsam of a 
disordered economic system of the early 
"90s.

They were hitched to a shabby cov- 
ered wagon with wheels that buckled, 
covered to the hubs with mud. On the 
seat a man, pallid, bent and scantily 
clad, was holding the reins. Beside 
him cowered a child of 10 wrapped in a 
ragged blanket. 

In the body of the wagon, lying on a 
mattress pressed down amidst broken 
furniture and kitchenware, lay a gaunt 
woman.. A lump on the surface of the 
quilt beside her showed that a child 
must be there, which in truth there was. 
It was a small baby. 

Thus came Jack McCain to our neigh- 
borhood. In dire straights he could go 
no farther, seemingly a hopeless wreck. 
But we misjudged the resiliency of his 
Scotch blood. 

With the help of neighbors the family 
was nursed back to health and strength 
and eventually settled in a nearby 
clearing. Here the thrifty Jack, helped 
by a never-tiring wife, prospered and 
became a man of some importance in 
the community, in spite of his unusual 
dialect.

Pin Money or Real Relief? 


Among the choice tidbits decorating Gov. 
Smith’s report to the South Side Lion’s Club 
was the boast that Missouri had not overlooked 
the welfare of its citizens, including his 132,433 
“dear pensioners,” 

If he meant by this that the State has a greet 
many old-age pensioners—Missouri ranks four- 
teenth in the ratio of elderly persons on its pen- 
sion rolls—he was right. But if he meant that 
the truly needy among the pensioners were being 
adequately provided for, he missed the mark. 

Of the total number of pensioners, only slight- 
ly more than half receive the maximum grant of 
$50 a month, with the average payment running 
close to $44. In times like these, the desperate 
elderly person finds the pension of small comfort. 

The difficulty lies in the law. It should be 
amended to permit recovery of pension pay- 
ments from any estate left by a pensioner, and 
it should require financially able persons to sup- 
port elderly indigent relatives. This should help 
prune the rolls of those to whom the pension 
is pin money and provide the means for real 
relief to the truly needy—including the unem- 
ployable on direct relief. 
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The American Weigh 


Two insurance-company statisticians who have 
figured up how much we, the American people, 
are overweight, are on the right track, but may 
have caught the wrong train. Their intentions 
are to persuade the too-heavy to reduce. How- 
ever, are they going about it in a likely manner? 

Drs. Louis I, Dublin and H. H. Marks esti- 
mate that Americans altogether weight 500, 
000,000 pounds too much. They say the fat 
carted around on people to no good purpose 
could supply enough energy to do 1,500,000,000 
man-hours of work. 

This excess poundage is more than the weight 
of five battleships like the Missouri, and when 
we think of ourselves as a people, and consider 
springing out of bed in the morning under all 
that weight for as little as eight man-hours of 
work, there appears to be no point in trying, It 
is simply too discouraging. All we feel equal to 
is just lying there under those five battleships 
and ‘conserving our strength, which, as Drs. 
Dublin and Marks should know full well, can 
lead to nothing more or less than putting on 
additional weight, 

Nor do we think the statisticians are going to. 
be able to interest many people, even those who 
are all bone and muscle,\in anything like 1,500, 
000,000 man-hours of k. That is more than 
700,000 years’ labor, and it is a question in our 
minds whether that much excess work is not 
worse than a mere 500,000,000 pounds of excess 
fat. The fact is that ‘we would rather not think 
about it. : 

No, sir, it is our notion that Drs. Dublin and 
Marks would better come at it another way 
around altogether. They could put on their com- 


puting caps and announce as a mathematical 
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“Noydoubt the death of Harold Ross will be 
the occasion for writing a lot of nonsense about 
him and his magazine, The New Yorker, Many 
editors have a way of printing facts about other 
people while keeping facts about themselves out 
of print. They shun the company of their fellow 
mortals lest they lose their independence of 
judgment and become mere vehicles for passing 
along other people’s ideas. They scratch out ad- 
jectives in semi-retirement and,, so, become leg- 
ends without substance. But since that is almost 
a contradiction in terms, some imaginative soul 
always rushes up‘to supply the substance—even 
,if much of it has to be manufactured. 


For example, Mr. Ross will be described éver: 
and over again as a funny man, or at least as 
the editor of a funny publication. Actually, The 
New Yorker happens to be a magazine which 
publishes funny cartoons and occasionally a 
funny piece. But, on the whole, it is quite seri- 
ous. Some of the most eloquent editorials ever 
written have appeared in its “Talk of the Town.” 
Its foreign news letters—and the more recently 
added Washington letter—are models of good 
reporting, the kind of reporting which transports 
a reader to the scene of an event instead of just 
giving him the facts about it. And The New 
Yorker’s book columns have ‘been almost unsur- 
passed for their discrimination as well as their 
urbanity. 

Another odd notion about the magazine which 
Mr. Ross edited for 25 years is that-its tone is 
chichi or, as the more blase barflies like to say, 
“sophisticated.” Well, there is some support for 


this in its shopping columns and in the kind of 


advertisements the agencies write for its pages. 
These do smack of the tinsel in a Fifth Avenue 
show-window. And then some of The New York- 
er’s fiction has been a bit on the precious side, 
vignettes rather than stories. But the magazine 
also has’carried some of the best writers of the 
quarter-century, And its “profiles” have pre- 
sented a new form of periodical biography. 


The apportioning of praise between a maga- 
zine’s writers and its editor is a matter for King 
Solomon. But it can be said that Harold Ross 
had the gift for assembling a staff of uncom- 
monly good writers: E. B. White, Thurber, Wooll- 
cott, Benchley, Edmund Wilson, Janet Flanner 
and the rest. And he had the gift for asking 
questions about the most ordinary gadget until 
it was revealed as a worthy subject for some 
extraordinary writing. 

Foibles and crotchets? It seems that he had 
more than his share of them. But in the publish- 


‘ing business, he put together something new 


and original. And that is not done very often. 
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Restore the Cut

funds to establish a four-year State University 
Medical School it will find that the $9,000,000 
needed was hacked down to $6,000,000 by the 
House.

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Nothing Personal 

Don Faurot, the able football coach at the 
University of Missouri, receives a salary of 
$11,550 a year, according to the Official Manual 
of the State of Missouri. The Governor of the 
state, says the Manual, receives $10,000. 

Most of the high state officials get $7500. The 
dean of the graduate faculty at the University 
receives $8925 and a full professor of languages 
$4725. The President of the University collects 
$15,000, apparently being the only man on the 
state payroll to receive more than the coach. 

By this comparison we mean nothing personal, 
Faurot is certainly a fine coach, director of ath- 
letics and professor of physical education. Under 
contemporary conditions, he may have the most 
demanding job of all, and he does it better than 
most. In fact, his salary seems rather modest for 
a major football coach. 

We would only ask whether these salaries rep- 
resent a table of values for the various state 
offices. For if they do, football must surely be 
the most important duty of the State of Mis- 
souri, and to it the Governor, other officials and 
legislators, not to mention all the educators but 
one,\may give three cheers and a tiger, and 
take their places on the bench.

It could hardly be said that Missouri 
was rocked by the indictment of Mr. James 
Finnegan, the Collector of Internal Rev- 
enue at St. Louis, and the resignation 
under fire of Mr. William Boyle of Kansas 
City, the chairman of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee. 


President Truman’s home state has seen

cratic politics. It was not so long ago 
that the late Boss Tom — of Kan- 
sas City went to pri- 
son for failing to 
report a bribe as in- 
come.

Few Commanding Figures 


If Mr., Boyle seemed to have profited 
from legal cases involving the Govern- 
ment, while directing the party machinery 
which in large part staffs the Government, 
it was remembered that the late Robert 
Hannegan, one of Mr. Boyle's predecessors 
in the party chairmanship, had been a 
lawyer of moderate means in 1940, and 
had died in 1949 leaving an estate of 
$1,500,000. 


Missouri politics have seldom produced 
commanding public figures. Mr. Truman 
is the first President the state has con- 
tributed to the Union. As Missouri casts 
only 15 votes in the electoral college, the 
choice of a native son is seldom needed 
to strengthen a party ticket. 


In 1912 Champ Clark, Speaker of the 
House, had the eo residential 
nomination in his ag: illiam Jen- 
nings Bryan dashed i mel his . fingers 
with a cry of “Wall Street!” and a swing 
to Woodrow Wilson.

He may succeed, too, for the Republican 
party, in the face of opportunities that 
would gladden the heart in any otber state, 
is weak and divided. The Democratic. or- 
ganizations both in Kansas City and St. 
Louis, through their control of local gov-

In Missouri, as throughout the country, 
one can only be sure that a weary elec- 
torate would be eager and willing to look 
at a new set of faces in Washington if 
presented with a feasible alternative to 
the present Administration. 


Whether Senator Taft presents such an 
alternative is greatly to be doubted. His 
formal announcement of presidential aspir- 
ations created little stir in Missouri. In 
1948 he developed some early strength in 
the rural sections of the state, but lost 
most of it by convention time. This year 
he is said to be favored by three-fourths of 
the country leaders, but the city organiza- 
tions are wary.

readily proclaims, but with Lao 
Pai Shing it is a question whether 
the good outweighs the bad.

Lao Pai Shing doesn’t look 
upon Communism as a political 
creed and system of government 
to compare with another system. 
Whatever Communism may be, to 
him it is a reality; he has to 
live with it, put up with it, make 
his peace with it or fight it—he 
cannot escape it. 

Old Corruption Gone. 


He is still impressed with the 
honesty of the officialdom the 
Communists brought with them 
into power, especially after the 
wide-open corruption of the for- 
mer regime, yet he finds himself 
confronting a sort of legalized 
squeeze. His taxes were never 
so high and he has to pay them 
all—he used to wiggle out of a 
few. A year ago he had to buy 
victory bonds. Now he has to 
contribute constantly to patriotic 
buying of planes, guns and tanks 
for Korea. 

This causes him to dream of 
the good old days, but when he 
thinks of the Nationalist currency 
the dream goes “pop” and the 
Communists look good again.

Proud of Some Achievements. | 


Lao Pai Shing is proud of the | 
record the Communists made in | 
rebuilding the railroads and keep- 
ing them running.

Even if he could, he hasn’t got a 
good enough reason to get a per- 
mit to leave town, to enter an- 
other town, to leave the other 
town and to come back home.

Cost of Program.

Vague About Revolution.

INSTON CHURCHILL, 
W sis fat man with his 

shapeless, zipped-up, fill- 
ing - station - attendant’s cover- 
alls, his black cigar, protruded 
lower lip and broad, bald fore- 
head still tries to impress his 
will on the world. The now, 
again, Prime Minister of Britain 
seeks to construct a community, 
of a certain pattern, using the 
recalcitrant materials of- men 
and nations. In the five vol- 
umes of his war memoirs we 
may read how, once before, he 
tried,, and with what success 
and what failure. 

It is a story honestly and 
fully told, and it does it no 
harm to compare it with other 
war memoirs. Churchill’s story 
will be found to be at once 
more complete and better told, 
and his design for Churchill's 
world is neither mean nor 
wholly impossible. It is to be 


rounded out in still a sixth . 


volume and we may read any 
day’s newspaper for the latest 
details: Churchill’s world still 
is abuilding. 


It is a conservative world, 
for it would cling stubbornly to 
old values: unashamed Christi-

HE irreducible core of 
T Churchill's world is the 

United States and Britain. 
During the war Soviet Russia 
was in uneasy partnership with 
this team; since the war Russia 
has become the antagonist, and 
nations of Western Europe have 
joined on this side, but the 
United States and Britain in 
main, and must remain, or 
Churchill’s world will perish 
among the atomic embers. 

The “Grand Alliance” of 
World War II was held together 
at the top bythe force of 
Churchill's and Roosevelt's per- 
sonalities, by the joint military 
and economic machinery cre- 
ated for the war emergency, by 
the existence of lend-lease and 
the mutual engagement of the 
United States and Britain in 
active war against a common 
enemy. None of these condi- 
tions obtains today,.and the 
alliance is in danger. How dif- 
ficult it was to hold it together, 
even in war, is much of the 
burden of “Closing the Ring.”

and Roosevelt narrowed down 
to a project to capture Rhodes, 
protect Turkey's Aegean flank, 
and thus draw Turkey into the 
war, providing a diversion for 
the main attack across the 
Channel. Churchill still says: 
“I regard the failure’ to use 
otherwise unemployable forces 
to bring Turkey into the 
war and dominate the Aegean 
as an error in war direction 
which cannot be excused by the 
fact that in spite of it victory 
was won.” The reviewer is in- 
clined to agree, on the basis of 
the record, and his own experi- 
ence in the Aegean, with Greek 
and British forces, in that peri- 
od. 

But the question had much 
wider implications. Robert E. 
Sherwood, in his “Roosevelt 
and Hopkins” speculates that 
Churchill was hoping for a col- 
lapse of Germany without 
frontal assault. Eisenhower 
seems to ‘indicate Churchill 
feared the cost, in casualties, 
of a frontal assault. Others 
have speculated that Churchill 
wished to forestall Stalin in the 
Balkans, or simply to express 
a primary British interest in 
the “lifeline” through the Med- 
iterranean.

F these were Churchill's 

“real” motives, he does not 

say so. In his Mediterranean 
project, he failed. “I could 
have gained Stalin,” he says, in 
recounting the discussions at 
Tehran, “but the President 
was oppressed by the preju- 
dices of his military advisers. 

. Our American friends were 
comforted in their obstinacy by 
the reflection that ‘at any rate 
we have stopped Churchill en- 
tangling us in the Balkans’ .. .” 

Could Churchill really “have 
gained Stalin” for this project? 
Or was Stalin, behind his 
Georgian mask, reading into 
the project a Western design 
against the security of Soviet 
Russia? Later historians may 
wish, to explore this ground. 

Following swiftly on the Teh- 
ran conference, in any event, 
was the revolt of the Greek 
army and navy in Alexandria. 
In putting down that revolt, 
which nevertheless succeeded 
in stopping any Balkan project 
which might have been _ possi- 
ble, Churchill had his Govern- 
ment keep in touch with Stalin, 
but “the Soviet Government 
confined itself to criticism of 
our actions, and when on May 5 
a formal request to Russia for 
co-operation in Greek affairs 
was made in Moscow, the reply 
was that it would be improper 
to join in any public pronounce- 
ments on political matters in 
Greece.” °

RANCIS BIDDLE, author of

keepers of our heritage. © His 
great-great grandfather 
first Attorney General of the 
United States and second Sec- 
retary of State. Himself a form- 
er Attorney General, he also 
has been a federal judge at the 
Court of Appeals level. 

All this gives him a back- 
ground against which to think 
and write about the resort to 
fear and the hysterical mis- 
handling of the problem of 
loyalty subversion in this 
country.

He says it is not clear to him 
“why this statute cannot be ef- 
fectively used to meet any 
actual threat of violence, with- 
out resorting to the more-indi- 
rect punishment of the advo- 
cacy of such a conspiracy.” The 
former Attorney General then 
notes that although the consti- 
tutionality of the Smith Act has 
been sustained by the Vinson 
Supreme Court, “its wisdom is

Readers of the Post-Dispatch

on teaching and advocacy and

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PATENT PENDING—By the simple expedient of running a triangular drain- 
way all around the top of the footing against the inside of a basement wall, 
and leading whatever water may come in to the basement drain, Harold 
R. Kessler, son-in-law of Home Builder Ben Goldberg, has apparently solved 
the problem of how to have a dry basement. Sketch shows cross section of 
drain, how it is placed around the wall, and a detail of the sheet metal used 
in its construction. Floor is poured to cover it. A patent of the idea has 
been applied for, but Kessler hopes it will be taken over by some organiza- 
tion that can develop widespread use of the system. 
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The weakest points in the foun- 
dation of a building are those 
where the foundation ‘wall joins 
the footing and where the base- 
ment floor joins the footing. It 
usually is at those points that 
water, from hydrostatic pressure

Substitute for Experience. 
DDIE STANKY never has 
managed ~a baseball club in 
the majors or even in the 

minors, but most observers 
agree that lack of experience 
as a field director will not be 
much of a handicap for the ag- 
gressive infielder, who seems 
to be Fred Saith’s choice to 
lead the Cardinals. 

In the first place Stanky dif- 
fers materially from the aver- 
age outstanding ball player. 
Little Eddie lacked the usual 
tools of a great ball player. 
He'll admit that he never was 
much of a runner, fielder or 
hitter. But he was an impor- 
tant member of any ball club 
he happened to be with; and he 
has helped three different clubs 
to pennants. 

Whereas the average big 
league star, the Medwick, the 
Marion, the Moore, stood out 
because of great ability, with 
bat or glove, Stanky was a big 
leaguer and is a big leaguer 
because of his wits. He must 
have done a lot of thinking, on 
and off the field, about the 
business of baseball, its me- 
chanics and its personalities. 

Some of the things Stanky 
has done have branded him as 
a pestiferous, aggravating per- 
sonality. Who else would have 
thought of enraging an entire 
ball club by standing behind 
the pitcher and waving his cap 
and glove to annoy the batter? 
And who in baseball today, 
other than Stanky, ever prac- 
ticed kicking a ball out of a 
shortstop’s hands, until he per- 
fected the thing to win a world 
series game? 

No, baseball to Eddie Stanky 
plainly was not just going out 
to his position. and fielding 
balls hit his way, or trying at 
the plate to get as many base 
hits as he could get. He was 
always studying to win, study- 
ing how to upset the enemy. 
And when Stanky was on the 
other side, a team always had 
something extra to beat,

In his talk with Durocher from 
his Mobile (Ala.) home, Stanky 
reportedly said he was not inter- 
ested “a lot” in money, though 
the $30,000-a-year ball player 
was believed ready to ask $35,000 
or more as a manager. 

“T think I could do something 

with the club, but I'll need three 
years. I don’t want a one-year 
contract,” Stanky told Durocher. 
“T wouldn’t want to lose out be- 
fore I had a real chance. Even a 
John McGraw couldn’t prove him- 
self in one year. 
* “I am convinced I can: play 
for two more years and part-time 
for a third. I think I can help 
the Cardinals more as a playing 
manager.” 

In his refusal to consider a 
three-year contract, Saigh did not 
rule out the possibility of a two- 
season pact. However, he added, 
“I believe that after I talk with 
Stanky, if ever, he’d agree with 
me on my stand for a one-year 
contract.” 

The Cardinals’ owner denied a 
report that he was considering 
Billy Southworth, former Redbird 
and Boston Braves’ pilot, for the 
job. “Southworth has never been 
included in my plans at any 
time,” he said. 

Moore in Running? 


Saigh said he had two or three 
other men in mind to manage the 
Cardinals, at least one of them 
within the Redbird organization 
at the present time. That would 
be, observers. believe, Terry 
Moore. Saigh would not say 
whether he was considering 
Moore for the post.

The course of the widow was 
clear. She must not be a burden 
on these two women, still attrac- 
tive and vigorous.

‘“Intreat me not to leave thee, 
or to return from following after 
thee: for whither thou goest, I will 
go: and where thou lodgest, I will 
lodge: thy people shall be my 
people and thy God my God. 

“Where thou diest, will I die, 
and there will I be buried: the 
Lord do so to me, and more also, 
if ought but death part thee and 
me.” 

After this moving statement 
Naomi relented and they set out 
together for Bethlehem. 

But very few in Bethlehem re- 
membered the homesick Naomi. 
In bewilderment, finding herself 
home among strangers, Naomi 
seemed unable to decide what 
they should do. But Ruth had 
a suggestion: let her follow af- 
ter the reapers in the fields and 
pick up the waste they dro 
behind them. Then they woul 
have enough to grind into flour 
and make cakes that would keep 
them alive.

AOMI told Ruth the hazards’ 
N of such a plan. No foreigner 

was popular; least of all a 
Moabite. Nevertheless, if she was 
still resolved to glean what the 
reapers left on the ground, God 
attend her. So it was, and God 
did attend her. Barefoot,.in beg- 
gar’s clothes, yet beautiful even 
in rags, Ruth set out for the bar- 
ley fields. 

Now, as it happened, Ruth had 
entered the farm owned by a 
certain Boaz, or Booz, a “mighty 
man of wealth,” who was actually 
a kinsman of Elimelech. Boaz was 
a jolly man of middle age with 
no eye to miss such a beauty.

For I have charged 
my younger men not to molest 
you. And if you are thirsty go 
to the vessels, and drink of the 
waters whereof the _ servants 
drink. . . . At mealtime come 
you hither, and eat of the bread, 
and dip your morsel in the 
vinegar. So she sat at the side 
of the reapers, and she helped 
to herself frumenty, and ate and 
was filled, and took the leavings. 
And she arose from thence, to 
glean the ears of corn as before. 
And Boaz commanded his serv- 
ants, saying: If she would even 
reap with you, hinder her not. 
And let fall some of your hand- 
fuls on purpose, and leave them, 
that she may gather them with- 
out shame, and let no man re- 
buke her when she_ gathers 
them. ... 

“So she kept close to the maids 
of Boaz; and continued to glean 
with them, till all the barley 
and the wheat were laid up in 
the barns.

FTER she was returned to her 
mother-in-law, Naomi said to 
her: “My daughter, I will seek 
rest for you, and will provide that 
it may be well with you. 
- “This Boaz with whose maids 
you were joined in the field, is 
our near kinsman, and behold 
this night he winnows barley. in 
the threshing floor.

you? And she answered: I am 
Ruth, your handmaid; spread your 
coverlet over your servant, for 
you are a near kinsman. And he 
said: Blessed are you of the Lord, 
my daughter, and your latter 
kindness has surpassed the for- 
mer, because you have not fol- 
lowed young men either poor or 
rich. Fear not therefore, but 
whatsoever you shall say to me

ILL he run or won’t he? That teaser about the presidential intentions of Gen. Dwight David 
Eisenhower may be tantalizing the chancelleries of Europe and the White House in Washing- 
ton, but nowhere is the answer more eagerly awaited than In Abilene (population 6103), this. 
calm but highly self-conscious” Kansas county seat the general calls Home. 
“Eisenhower for President,” proclaims the banner strung across the main stem from the Farm- 
er’s National Bank to the Abilene National Bank, and there isn’t a man‘ or mouse in Dickinson 
county that isn’t sure old Dave Ejisenhower’s boy would make a right. fine chief executive. 


But so possessive are the home 
folks about their favorite citizen’s 


unblemished reputation—and so . 


suspicious are they of politicians - 


and the orneriness of the times— 
that they already feel a little 
sorry for Ike. Nobody will come 
right out and tell you so, but as 
you visit with the people who 
befriended Eisenhower as a boy 
and as a nameless junior Army 
officer you sense that in booming 
their No. 1 idol for the world's 
biggest job they’re afraid they 
may be throwing him to the 
wolves. 

What are they saying up and 
down the wide streets of pros- 
perous Abilene, the one-time ter- 
minus of the old Chisholm trail? 


Bundling up dresses in his dry- 


cleaning shop, Dave Wilkie re- 
members how he went to school 
with Ike and how they ran 
around with the same crowd 
when classes let out. Does he 
think Ike will run? 

“I don’t think he will,” says 
Wilkie, “He told me he wouldn't 
when he was here after the war. 
He said he wasn’t a politician and, 
if anybody asked me, to discour- 
age that talk wherever I could.” 
But Wilkie is one of 8000 Dick- 
inson county voters who signed 
petitions urging Ike to run as a 
Republican. 


“Oh,” he says, “I know he'll 
make a good President.” 


In her modest little cottage on 
a shady residential street, 79- 
year-old Miss Addie. Over dug 
out the photograph of the seventh 
grade in the Garfield School in 
1903. There were about 65. stu- 
dents in the seventh grade and 
Miss Over taught them mathe- 
matics, history, English and read- 
ing. Ike is the boy with the knee 
pants in the front row, the one 
who seems to be picking his 
teeth.

In front of Keene’s barber 
shop, F. E. McCollough, a semi- 
retired carpenter and a Demo- 
crat, says he shot craps with Ike 
and the rest of the boys who 
were “pulling ice” during school 
vacations in Abilene’s ice plant. 

“I wouldn’t say I wouldn't vote 
for Ike,” he drawls, “but he’d be 
a damned fool if he ran.”

Chronicle (circulation 4393), 
Editor and Publisher Charles Mo- 
reau Harger, who is 89 years old 
and has been assistant secretary 
of every Republican national con- 
vention since 1908, weighs the 
pros and cons of an Eisenhower 
candidacy. Harger was one of the 
civic leaders who helped young 
Ike get a West Point appointment 
in 1910. His daughter graduated 
from high school in the same 
class as the future soldier-states- 
man. 


“If it’s an uprising of the 
people he may do it,” says the 
spry old country editor, “but if 
it’s a scramble of candidates for 
delegates, he won’t. I think it'll 
depend on conditions in the 
spring.” 

Harger’s co-publisher, 39-year- 
old Henry B. Jameson, is presi- 
dent of the Kansas Eisenhower- 
for-President Club. Born in Abi- 
lene, he became an Associated 
Press correspondent in St. Louis

‘But they didn’t want to float a 


trial balloon and see it deflated, 
so on Oct. 12, without mention in 
the Reflector-Chronicle or any- 
where else, Jameson recruited a 
handful of volunteers to circulate 
petitions his job shop had printed. 
They urged Gen. Ike to run for 
President as a Republican “to 
bring unity to our country and 
preserve the American way of 
life.” 


Petitions were passed out in 
each downtown block and the re- 
sponse was instantaneous. Within 
48 hours, 2000 voters had signed. 
Dickinson county is perhaps 75 
per cent Republican. There isn't 
a single elected Democrat holding 
office in the court house and no 
one expects Eisenhower to be any- 
thing but a Republican, Yet even 
Joner Callahan, a former mayor 
and a Democrat who runs a soda 
fountain where town worthies tra- 
ditionally gather for morning cof- 
fee, carried a petition. His was 
the first to be turned in with all 
four pages signed. 


City Commissioner John L, 
Rogers asked if he could carry 
a petition while calling on his 
insurance customers. All four Abi- 
lene banks put petitions on their 
counters. Petitions went into the 
schools and just about every 
teacher signed one, Out in rural 


Navarre, a wheat elevator ope- 
rator signed up 51 of his 52 Satur- 
day morning customers. 

Fred Karl, who runs a farm six 
miles east of Abilene and is a 
Republican precinct committee- 
man, got in his cir, toured his 
district and signed up every in- 
dividual he found at home. Mayor 
Willard Carkoff carried a petition 
and sent his appliance salesmen 
into rural districts with additional 
copies. 

Folks got so ambitious that A. 
E. Buenning, the county Republi- 
can chairman, sighed and said he 
wished he could get his workers 
to do half as much footwork in an 
ordinary campaign. This one, after 
all, doesn’t even have a candidate 
yet!

| sameson, “he'll have the 
darndest crowd of volun- 
teers working for him.” In Abi- 
lene, for example, Mrs. Harold 
Bolton, an attorney's wife, was 
wearing an apron and no stock- 
ings and washing her floors on 
hands and knees at 10:30 one 
morning. Half an hour later she 
was circulating petitions and at 3 
p.m. she was back at the Reflec- 
tor-Chronicle for more forms. 

Dr. T. R. Conklin came down 
to the newspaper office at noon 
still wearing his white working 
coat—he had had an operation 
that morning—and took a petition 
back with him to Dickinson Coun- 
ty Memorial Hospital. 

Jameson himself got. so hae 
with long distance telephone calls 
coming in from New York, Cali- 
fornia and just about everywhere 
in between that he had to forget 
about his paper for three days 
and set up shop in the board room 
of the Abilene National Bank. 
Once he was three hours: behind 
in taking telephone calls and the 
local telephone company manager 
became perturbed and came to 
see’ him about putting in more 
lines. 

The Monday after the first pe- 
titions were let loose, the Reflec- 
tor-Chronicle got out some of 
its biggest type and headlined 
“Ike Boom Started.” Below, was 
a statement of the Kansas club. 
Jameson says the paragraph that 
evoked the most local comment 
was the one reading: 

“tIke’ Eisenhower is a plain 


Kansan and a great American. He 
is honest to the core. Those who 
know him well also know he will 
surround himself with men who 
possess the old-fashioned virtues 
of honesty and integrity, and 
there will be no question about 
ethics and morality in govern- 
ment with him as President.” 


Abilene’s adoration of Eisen- 
hower is nothing new. The town 
liked all the Eisenhowers even 
back in 1892, when they returned 
from Denison, Tex., where Dwight 
had been born two years before. 
All the young Eisenhowers—there 
were six, all boys—grew up in 
Abilene. Milton S. is now presi- 
dent of Pennsylvania State Col- 
lege. Arthur B: is a Kansas City 
banker. Edgar N. is a lawyer in 
Tacoma, Wash. Earl D. is an 
electrical engineer in Charleroi, 
Pa. And Roy J. was a Junction 
City, Kan., pharmacist until he 
died in 1942. Their father died 
the same year and their mother 
in 1946. 
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KE played tackle on the high 
| schoo! football team and came 

back to Abilene about once each 
year after leaving for Wést Point 
at the age of 20. The only lengthy 
periods of absence were during 
his service with Gen. MacArthur 
in the Philippines and during his 
World War II days as supreme 
commander of Allied forces in 
Europe. As recently as 1940, 
then an obscure lieutenant colo- 
nel, Ike visited his parents and 
built them a new back porch for 
their house. 


During the war, the general's 
affinity for Abilene and Kansas 
became proverbial. More than 
once, during inspections, he 
called privates out of the rear 
ranks because they hailed from 
home and might have some 
Dickinson county gossip. Onee, 
when a private from Abilene 
walked into SHAEF headquarters 
in London and asked to see Eisen- 
hower, the commander laid aside 
his work for 20 minutes to chat 
about the home folks, and in 1944 
the Abilene city park was re- 
named Eisenhower Park by city 
ordinance. 


The old Eisenhower homestead, 
wre the boy Ike helped his 
mother cook Sunday supper, has 
been turned into a museum. Some 
82,800 visitors have passed through 
the modest two-story white frame 
cottage since it opened to the 
public in 1947. In the last year, 
the number of callers has taken a 
decided upswing. 

“I'm going to put a sign on my 
back,” says J. Earl Endacott, ex- 
ecutive secretary of the Eisenhow- 
er Foundation and superintendent 
of the memorial. “It’s going to 
say: ‘No, I don’t know whether 
Eisenhower will run for Presi- 
dent.’ People seem to think I've 
had some special message from 
him. It’s the first question every- 
body asks.”

LMOST everybody who files 
J inte the modest home to see 

*the cramped but comfortable 
rooms, the old family pictures, 
the presents Ike and the boys 
sent home to mother, the 1568 
Swiss bible the general's fore- 
bears brought to America, and all 
the other homey touches of a 
family in happy but’ frugal cir- 
cumstances—nearly all who see 
these sights think the General 
ought to run. 

“I'd vote for him-if he runs 
on the Communist ticket,” a Tex- 
as woman declared the other day. 
“Is this where you vote for Eis- 
enhower?,” callers ask when they 
sign the visitors’ register. More 
and more, they say they're stop- 
ping by not to see a famous Gen- 
eral’s home but the childhood 
residence of the next President. 

Even Endacott is infected by 
the uncertainty. “If he isn't going 
to run,” he says though 
“why doesn’t he say so?”

Grammar School Progr 


Who Learn More Quickly Than Average 
and for Those Who Lag.

Grammar school children who it would be two years at least be- 


need special attention—either be- 
cause they learn more rapidly 
than their fellow-pupils or because 
they have for some reason failed 
to keep up—are the subjects of 
an experimental program insti- 
tuted eight weeks ago in the Uni- 
versity City school system. 

For children who finish their 
classwork far more quickly and 
easily than the majority of their 
classmates, “enrichment groups” 
have been set up in each of the 
system's six elementary schools. 
These meet for an hour, generally 
twice a week, with their special 
teacher, Mrs. Helen B. Miller. 

For children who have ability 
but have not kept pace, tutorial 
groups have been formed in each 
school. These groups of two to 
six pupils generally meet for 30 
minutes twice a week with the 
special tutor, Mrs. Carol B. Varulo. 

Experimental Nature Stressed. 

Dr. Julius E. Warren, superin- 
tendent of the University ~City 
Board of Education, emphasized 
that the program is experimental. 
He and Dr. James M. Dunlep, 
school psychologist, who co-oper- 
ated in working out the plan, said

NDISCRIMINATE spot zoning in St. Louis is seri- 
ously endangering the long-term purpose of the 
Comprehensive City Plan. That purpose is to 

insure the efficient, orderly development of the 
city, prevent depreciation of property values, arrest 
spread of blight. The City Plan Commission, 
charged with -out the orderly physical 
growth of St. Louis, recently declared disregard 
of commission recommendations by aldermen 
threatens to “tear down” the entire zoning code. 
The code went into effect on May 26, 1950, after 
years of effort by public-spirited groups and indi- 
viduals to obtain an adequate zoning plan. 

Under the zoning code definite areas of the city 
are restricted to certain land uses. Such uses range 
from single family dwellings through local business, 
commercial, or industrial establishments, to an “un- 
restricted district” that may be used for any purpose 
except dwellings. The main idea is to integrate 
the use of land, maintain a balanced expansion, 
keep the various of civic development from 
undesirable encroachment upon each other. 

Spot zoning makes possible’ such encroach- 
ments. It lifts restrictions on small, specific areas 
within larger areas that are restricted to certain 
types of development. This is done by reclassifying 
the specific area. For example, a single lot in a 
one-family-residence area is reclassified for com- 
mercial use. Result is a filling station, lcundry, 
store, sheet metal shop, warehouse, or some one 
of a dozen other commercial establishments in 
the middle of a block of private homes. And sur- 
rounding property values go down,; the area's 
attractiveness as a place to live and bring up 


children deteriorates. The result may be the 
beginning of blight or even slums. 

Reclassification of an isolated area within a 
restricted district—that is, spot zoning—is carried 
out by the simple procedure of the Board of Alder- 
men passing an ordinance amending the general 
zoning ordinance. In most cases it relates to an 
individual, private project, is not merely of no 
benefit but is often detrimental to the public wel- 
fare. All topo often objections by the Planning 
Commission, protests by adjacent property owners 
are ignored. ; 

Spot zoning is usually initiated by private 
interests desiring to set up on a bit of property a 

roject at variance with the Comprehensive City 
ian. An alderman is induced to introduce the 
necessary reclassification bill. Usually it goes 
through—primarily, members of the Plan Commis- 
sion believe, because of the “aldermanic courtesy 
rule’ whereby, other aldermen support bills of 
interest to qn individual alderman in return for 
similar support when they offer bills of their own. 

Validity of some spot zoning ordinances has 
been attacked in courts. In one instance the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court ruled an amendment invalid 
because it had been without notice and 
without a public hearing, and the reclassification 
“was made under influences antagonistic to the 
public welfare.” The amendment was to the zonin 
code that preceded the 1950 code. It was pa 
in 1927; not until 1937 was the Supreme Court 
decision obtained after a long legal fight. But court 
procedure costs money and trequently the victims 
of spot zoning find légal protest too expensive.

ITHACA, N. Y. 
ON’T BE SURPRISED if your 
doorbell rings some day and 
aman with a notebook asks: 
“Will you please say barn, 
bath, girl and murder?” 

If your caller has a pleasant look 
and a shock of iron-grey hair, he 
may be Cornell University’s Prof. 
Charles K. Thomas. 

For Prof. Thomas is a speech in- 
vestigator. For years he’s been bend- 
ing a careful ear to the way you and 
your neighbors talk—in many states 
and cities, 

He’s gone from door to door. He’s 
invited people to his office to talk. 
Now he plans to use wire recorders 


— to test U. S. speech in many places. 


All kinds of strange things may 
be happening to the way you talk.

Basically, says Prof. Thomas, you 
talk like the kids you played with in 
your home town. But what the pro- 
fessor would like to know is this: 
how did your home town kids hap- 
pen to talk that way in the first 
place?. 

Radio is exposing you to a lot of 
strange speech. It’s to blame, Prof. 
Thomas says, for the atrocious word 
nee-oon. 

“If radio announcers Keep it up,” 
says Prof. Thomas, “they.may have 
us all saying ‘nee-oon’ for noon.” 


Do You Say ‘Baa-a-th’? 


Ff YOU'RE a Westerner, you'll prob- 
ably say barr-rn and murr-durr, 

if Prof. Thomas asks you. 

If you’re from the South, you'll 
say bahn and muhduh. 
@ The chart (right) shows some of 
the other words you may use—de- 
pending on where you live. Of course 
not everybody in Evanston, IIl., says

- There’s even a “Thoity-thoid Street” belt 
that cuts across a slice of Dixie, from New 
Orleans to Savannah, then to Chattanooga. 


Nothing to Blush About 


OR IS ‘THOITY-THOID STREET’ lowbrow, says 
Prof. Thomas. It’s highbrow speech so 
long as you don’t skip the “h” sound. 

But if you say “Toity-toid Street,” you're 
talking tough-like (another curious expression 
common in parts of the East). 

Buses, autos, trains and planes from New 
York and New Orleans are bringing “thoity- 
thoid” to Miami, too. 

Don’t be fooled, Prof. Thomas says, by people 
who say “bawth,” “awnt” and “cawn’t.” 

Putting on airs like this is often the sign of 
a woman who feels socially insecure and wants 
to “talk like Boston or England.” 

“And when I find a man who says ‘bawth’ or 
‘awnt,’” says Prof. Thomas, “I think: some 
lady elocutionist got hold of him early!” 

Actually, no well-spoken people in Boston 
say “bawth.” Bostonians say “ba-a-h-th” with 
a curious, flat a. This is also the so-called 
“Ha-a-vad” accent, which actually originated, 
not at Harvard, but in the London slums 150 
years ago, Prof. Thomas says. ) 

It’s not the kind of word Prof. Thomas is 
Studying, but if you live in Boston, Philadel- 
phia or in one or two other large cities you 


“sometimes hear a word which sounds like 


bid-aid-does. This is seldom heard in rural dis- 
tricts where farmers grow potatoes. 
In New Bedford or Boston you may say 
“shaa-a-k” for shark. 
But if you live in Pittsburgh you may really 


‘ give speech investigators a rough time. Prof. 


Thomas is in a whirl hearing Pittsburgh say 
“cot” for caught, and “caught” for cot! 
“I’ve even heard people there say, ‘I cot cold 


-. $gleeping on the caught,’” he says. 
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HOW ACCENTS TRAVEL: (1) Western New England 
speech flows west, but (2) Downeast talk stays put. (3) 
Texas talk may be spreading northwest. (4) Southern 
Mountain accents move southwest. (5) Coast speech. 


Farther east in Pennsylvania, things are 
simpler. However, many people in Scranton 
say “hahrid” and many in Harrisburg say 
“‘hawrid”’ for horrid. 


What Causes ‘Southern Accent’? 


I’ YOU'RE A SOUTHERNER you may wonder 
where you got your “southern accent.” 

Well, it’s like this: 

About 130 years ago, says Prof. Thomas, it 
became fashionable In England to skip your 
Rs. The fad spread to New England and New 
York, then trickled south along the coast. 

First thing you know, New Yorkers were say- 
ing thuddy-thud for 33rd, and your Dixie an- 
cestors were too. You still say it pretty much 
like that, but New Yorkers kept twisting things 
around until up came thoity-thoid. Same 
thing happened in New Orleans. 


Al Smith Said it 


UT A LOT STRANGER things are happening. 
Secretary is changing. You may say 
“seketary” oftener than you think. 

Do you say governor, or “guvnuh” as Al 
Smith did? Say it over and listen carefully. Did 
you hear yourself say goveRnor? More and 
more people are dropping that first important 
R, and (in some areas) the second one, too. 

If you’re a Long Islander, you may have a 
few little gimmicks of your own. People around 
Quogue, L. I., don’t say yes. They say: yes-yes. 
And, of course, people around Portland, Me., 
Syracuse, Erie, Akron, Youngstown and a few 
other places, have a habit of saying “ayuh” 
for yes. 

Connecticut, believe it or not, has four 
accent areas. | 

Hartford people sound like Westerners. In 
fact the West got much of its speech from the 
Connecticut Valley. Hartford says “barr-rn 
But New Haven says “bahn,” as do most 
Southerners. New London, like nearby Provi- 
dence, R. I., has the downeast “baa-a-hn.” 


HE'S YOUR EXPERT: 


® Prof. Thomas, a top speech 
authority, is an adviser for 
the Thorndike-Barnhart Dic- 
tionary; author of “An intro- 
duction to the Phonetics of 
American English” (Ronald). 


But Bridgeport, Conn., is half-and-half. 
Half downeast and half New York City. Be- 
tween Bridgeport and New York (as in the 
smart suburbs of Chicago and Philadelphia) 
there is a curious kind of language which Prof. 
Thomas calls “hyper-urbanism.” 

Here you find, he says, a few social climbers 
who “want to talk smart.” Mostly, this is a 
feminine habit. 

Hyper-urban words include: grahnd for 
grand; awnt for aunt; nee-oon for noon; 
percyulator for percolater. There's little or 
none of this “fancy stuff” in suburbs of Detroit, 
Washington, St. Louis or Oakland, Thomas 
says.

Your Accent Can Help You 


ON’T THINK, however, that it’s not a good 
idea to improve your manner of speech. 
It’s one of the most important things you 
can do! Poor speech has barred many a man 
(women, too) from a better job. 
Poor speech, too, bars many people from 


social activities and companionship they would — : 


enjoy. Even if you’re one of the best-educated 
Americans, says Prof. Thomas, you should con- 


_Stantly improve your manner of talking. 


But does this mean saying “bawth” for bath, 
and “cawn’t” for can’t? 

It does NOT, says Prof..Thomas. 

“But you can listen,” he says, “to the kind of 
speech which commands respect around you. 

“Ape it all you can. But be sure you ’re listen- 
ing to people whose position in the community 
seems assured—and who give evidence of good 
breeding and good taste.” | 

BUT, says the Professor, if you live in Boston, 
DON’T try to talk like people in Atlanta, Ga. 
And_if you live in Wichita, Kansas, DON’T try 
to sound like Boston. 

And above all, says Pref. Thomas, don’t try 
to talk like Englishmen. 
@ He tells a story about an American woman 
who was.dining with an English friend. 
@ The waiter asked: “For dessert, would you 
prefer ice cream or pudding.” . 
@ The Englishwoman said: “Thank you, I 
don’t care for eyether.” 
© The American woman paused, then said: 
“Thank you, I won't have eyether, either.” 

Some strange things may be happening. 
Take the verb “heat.” Lately, it seems, some 
Americans have been saying “hot it up” when 
they mean “heat it up.” 

Who's to blame? 

“Only one man I can think of,” says Prof. 
Thomas drily. “His name is Arthur Godfrey.”

AZAL AHMAD RHIND, captain of the 
Bahawalpur Camel Corps — 
only one of its kind in Pakistan 

— stroked his bristling moustachios 
and stared at a trail in the sand. 

It led toward the east — toward 
the Indo-Pakistan border. That 
meant one thing: smugglers. : 
@ Captain Rhind gave an order. 
Five of his men turned their camels 
eastward. The rest of the patrol con- 
tinued on its way. 

@ Loping along, faster than a jeep 
can travel in the sand, the detach- 
ment caught up with the smugglers. 
They were a band of ragged desert 
nomads trying to get across the bor- 
der with stolen goods. 

@e The patrol closed in warily — 
nomads are notoriously quick on the 
trigger. A bullet zinged past. 

Like a flash, the five “desert cops” 


were off their camels.On command, 
the animals crouched. Their riders 
knelt behind them, rifles trained on 
the smugglers. 


Outlaws Surrender. 


BURST of fire over the heads of 
the smugglers, and it was all 
over. Hands over their heads, they 
surrendered. 
With their loot, they were herded 
back to Derawar Fort, headquarters 
of the Camel Corps. 


For 50 years, the Corps has been 

fighting skirmishes like this along 
the border, where Bahawalpur, Pak- 
istan province, skirts the Great In- 
dian Desert.
